THE COACHES 


NORB HECKER — Head Coach 


When Norb Hecker took over the At- 
lanta head coaching job in January of 
1966, he realistically predicted a build- 
ing period of about three to four years 
before the Falcons could compete regu- 
larly with the rest of the National Foot- 
ball League and hope to win a fair share 
of their games. He’s going into his third 
year now and the Falcons compare favor- 
ably with other expansion teams of the 
recent past. They have won four games 
over two seasons, exactly what the Dallas 
Cowboys accomplished in their first two 
years. 


At 41, this dynamic young coach al- 
ready has several years of experience 
behind him, He came to the Falcons after 
seven years on Coach Vince Lombardi’s staff at Green Bay. As defen- 
sive backfield coach, Hecker helped develop all-pro stars Herb Ad- 
derley, Willie Wood and Jesse Whittenton. 


He served Lombardi through three world championships and four 
Western Conference titles. 


Probably no head coaching job in the history of professional foot- 
ball was surrounded with as much speculation as was Hecker’s. From 
the time President Rankin Smith obtained the Atlanta franchise in 
June of 1965 there were countless predictions, both in the press and 
in private, on who would take the coaching reins of the newest team 
in the National Football League. 


Ironically, Hecker’s name was not one of those mentioned publicly. 
He was near the last to be interviewed, and according to Smith, “one 
of the most impressive young coaches I have ever met.” 


Heeker was born on May 26, 1927, in Olmsted Falls, Ohio, where 
he grew up and attended secondary school. One of his first loves was 
baseball, but he attended Baldwin-Wallace College at nearby Berea, 
Ohio, on a basketball scholarship. He was just as proficient in the field 
events in track and followed his brother Bob’s lead by starring in foot- 
pall. Another brother, Jack, is now an assistant football coach at the 
U.S. Military Academy at West Point. 


In 1950 Hecker was selected as a Little All-America offensive end 
at Baldwin-Wallace. He is now in that school’s athletic Hall of Fame. 


He went on to professional football, first with the Los Angeles 
Rams, where he played both offensive end and defensive back 1951-53. 
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He went to Toronto of the Canadian Football League in 1954, then 
to the Washington Redskins, He stayed with Washington through 
1957, went to Hamilton of the CFL as a player-coach in 1958 and 
finally joined Lombardi at Green Bay in 1959. In 86 NFL games over 
a six-year period, he intercepted 28 passes. 


He and his wife Barbara live in northeast Atlanta, They have five 
children—two sons and three daughters,
